|Several years before I was born, my 
[parents bought homestead land 50 miles 
from the railroad, in Garfield County, 
toil Montana, for dryland farming and 
lraising stock. At that time the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad had many land 
promotions. So 13 families of rela- 
tives and friends in Iowa bought indi- 
eae pieces of land and shipped a 
| trainload of their possessions to 
‘Montana. My father had owned a 
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;butcher shop in Iowa and my mother had ° 


i\been a school teacher. 

| My mother went to her parents in 
i'lowa when I was born, and returned to 
‘Montana with me when I was three 


months old. JI had no formal education 


: - —-- - ee 
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but went to school to my mother and | 
my aunt until I was ready for the : 
8th grade at which time my father 
sold the farming equipment; shipped 
horses and cattle to the Chicago 
Stock Yards; and bought a business 
in Billings, Montana. I graduated 
from Billings High School in 34 
years, and then graduated from 
Eastern Montana Normal School, 
University of Montana, with a degree 
in Education (Teaching). . 

I moved to California in 1937 
and have lived in the Bay Area since. 

I was a career Federal Civil 
Service employee for 33 years and 
retired in June 1973. 

I have many recollections of 
growing up 50 miles from the rail- 
road during Montana's Homestead Era- 
some good and some not so good. 
There were no roads, just trails and 
transportation was by horseback or 
wagon; later a Model "“T” Ford was a 
big event. 

I was given a horse to ride 
before I can remember. We had to 
avoid the Texas long horn steers and 
wild horses on the prairies. We had 
no stores; no formal schools; no 
churches; no doctors; no electricity; 
no phones; and the water had to be 
hauled in barrels from springs some 
distance away. One day when I was 
about four years old, my mother 
found me head first in the 50-gallon 
water barrel into which I had fallen 
when trying to reach the water in 
the bottom of the barrel. 

My mother taught children of 
the neighboring homesteaders, in our 
small, one-room house and then in 
One-room school houses. I forgot to 
say that our original house was made 
of prairie sod chopped out of the 
ground.Eventually lumber was hauled 
from the railroad to build a frame 
house. , 

The winters in Montana at that 
time were long and cold -- I can 
remember my father stringing ropes 
between our barn and the house to 
guide him in the heavy blizzards; of 
him driving 8 and 10 horses pulling 
a large wagon(s) 50 miles through 
the snow, or across flooded coulees, 
or through Montana gumbo (sticky 
mud that rolled up on the wheels) to 


the railroad to take grains to sell 


and to bring home groceries. Our only | 


fresh fruit were apples shipped in 
; barrels by my grandparents in Iowa. 

I can remember my mother on horse- 
back roping and dragging stock out of 
the coulees which they had fallen into | 
during storms; and of hand feeding the | 
baby colts, calves, and lambs in the | 
house to save them from freezing. A 
COULEE is a ravine or deep gully, - 
usually dry in summer. 

I can remember of almost stepping 
on rattlesnakes curled on our doorstep, 
and of hearing the mournful howl of 
the coyotes in the dusk when I was 
riding horseback alone for stock. 

Christmas was a small gift ona 
stack of chairs piled up to represent 
a tree (the only trees were scrub pines 
100 miles away). 

For entertainment my parents and 
I would ride horseback or in a wagon 
all day for my father to play an old 

piano or his guitar all night for a 
| dance and for him to call for Square 
' Dancing until he was hoarse. At one 
such dance when I was about 3 years 
old, my mother had left me asleep in 
| the bed of our wagon. I woke up and 
i she found me walking between the legs 
1 of the horses tied to the wagons. 
f Another great fun was driving 
miles in a large, straw filled sled 
pulled by several horses, to charivari 
| a newly married couple. 
: Although I have lived in 
‘California since 1937, I return to 
Montana often. 
i Besides ham radio, I have had 
many hobbies including boating and 
| water skiing, bowling, square dancing 
/ and traveling. 

My husband of 11 years died in 
1978. He was a member of MDARC, but 
was not licensed.
